JFK Remembered 
During Ceremony

DALLAS (UPI) — With her brow wrinkled in concentration and her 
eyes shadowed in sadness, the elderly Mexican woman shuffled her 
rosary through liver blotched hands in silent tribute to John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. 
A few yards away at a memorial to the slain president, a crowd of 300 
strained to hear the official speeches by the city’s religious leaders, all 
but drowned out by the roar of diesels and the blare of automobile horns. 
A 10-minute service Monday was the only official event marking the 
day 13 years ago when Kennedy, traveling in an open motorcade, was 
shot and killed by Lee Harvey Oswald. 
The service was hastily rescheduled at the last minute because of 
public protest about city officials original decision to cancel the 
ceremony because of poor attendance in past years. 
Monday’s crowd was composed mostly of neatly dressed clerks from 
the surrounding government buildings, a few shoppers and a handful of 
tourists. The crowd also included a scattering of blacks and three elderly 
Mexican women, chatting softly in Spanish. 
As the public prayer service began, one of the Mexican women 
remained apart from the crowd, knelt quietly at the six-foot-square black 
granite slab memorial, fumbled for her rosary and said her brief, private 
prayer. 
“Everyone here today is part of a memory ... the citizens pray together 
and take stock that Dallas will always think of this day with great 
reverence,” said Mayor Pro Tem Adlene Harrison. 
“ Oh. God, who cannot make a good world, help us mind the spirit of him 
(and) complete the tasks that rem ain unfinished,” said Dr. Paul A. 
Stauffer, executive director of the G reater Dallas Council of Churches. 
After the service, taps was played by a single trum peter and a three- 
foot-tall wreath of carnations was placed on the black slab, unmarked 
except for Kennedy’s name chiseled around the edges and filled in with 
gold paint. 
“Smile, Walter, smile,” a woman yelled from the crowd, urging her 
employer to present a beaming face for the cam eramen. 
“This isn’t a smiling occasion,” he replied sternly. 
The slab was sprinkled with sprays of flowers and in one corner a 
handwritten tribute was anchored by a jelly jar containing six purple 
flowers. 
Less than two blocks away, a much smaller crowd milled around the 
grassy knoll near where Kennedy was shot. As the exact hour of Ken­ 
nedy’s assassination slipped by a few stared silently at the now empty 
School Book Depository Building from which the gunshots came and 
which today carries a large ‘‘For Sale” sign.

Robert Ellis illustrated that the 
R ichardson ordinance if applied 
verbatim to Plano would allow private 
clubs throughout the city. (The 
Richardson ordinance allows private 
clubs in retail or light commercial 
districts or combinations of at least IO 
acres.) He m aintained that the 
chamber proposition would be leaving 
the city open to the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, not controlling it. 
Thompson replied that the Chamber 
did not intend for the council to copy 
the

and 
suggested that as a part of the Plano 
ordinance, the developer be required 
to gain final approval at a public 
hearing of the council.

with what we have and do our fancy 
eating outside of Plano.”

Newcomers Get 
Legislative Look 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - The 40 new 
members of the Texas Legislature are 
beginning to find out what issues 
they’ll be dealing with in next year’s 
session. 
In the November elections voters 
chose to send 38 new House members 
and two new senators to Austin. Those 
new legislators Monday attended the 
first day of a conference on orien­ 
tation and legislative rules. 
They were joined today by veteran 
lawmakers for discussions of m ajor 
problems and talks by legislative 
leaders, including Speaker 
Bill 
Clayton and Lt. Gov. William P. 
Hobby. 
Clayton was scheduled to make the 
first 
general 
address 
today, 
discussing what he considered the 
most important items to come up in 
the 65th Legislature 
The agenda for the remainder of the 
session gave some hint as to the issues 
Clayton considers highest priority. 
Panel discussions Wednesday were to 
deal with professional m alpractice 
risks, 
energy 
developm ent and 
regulation, property taxation, and 
crime and criminal justice. 
Hobby was scheduled to explain the 
work of the Joint Advisory Committee 
on Governmental Operations, which 
this year will recommend methods to 
streamline state government. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock was to 
address the conference today, giving 
an appraisal of the state’s economic 
status and giving the legislators his 
official estim ate on what revenues the 
state will have available during the 
1977-78 biennium. 
Illinois Lt. Gov. Neil F. Hartigan is 
the speaker for a dinner tonight 
hosted by UT President Dr. Lorene 
Rogers. 
The four panel discussions are 
scheduled Wednesday morning, and 


Land Commissioner Bob Armstrong 
will address a closing luncheon at 
noon Wednesday. 
The conference is being conducted 
by the University of Texas’ Lyndon B 
Johnson School of Public Affairs

Tax Increase Urged 


AUSTIN, Tex 
(UPI) 
Texas 
drivers, who now pay the lowest state 
gasoline taxes in the nation, should be 
paying a few cents more, says Comp­ 
troller Bob Bullock. 
Bullock recommended an increase 
in the state motor fuel tax Monday as 
part of his assessment of financing 
Texas highway maintenance 
“Given the fact that the current 
Texas motor fuel tax on gasoline is the 
lowest in the nation, a one or two cent 


tax increase is probably justified,” 
Bullock said 
“Such a tax is paid by highway 
users and seems to be a more at- 
tractice alternative than diverting the 
state’s general revenue sharing allot­ 
ment to highways or submerging a 
significant portion of the Department 
of Public Safety’s budget in the state’s 
general fund ” 
Bullocks’ proposal puts him 
in 
direct opposition to Gov. Dolph 


Briscoe’s policy of no new taxes. 
Briscoe proposed dedicating sales 
taxes from the sale of auto tires, parts 
and accessories to the highway fund, 
and transferring more DPS financing 
from the highway fund to the general 
revenue fund 
Bullock said gasoline taxes in Texas 
are the lowest of any state in the 
nation, although a larger share of 
Texans' property taxes goes to high­ 
ways than in other states.

Way to vanquish 
varnish stains 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Do you or any of your readers Know 
how to remove clear varnish stains from a carpet? After 
spilling the varnish I was able to soak it out, but I am 
left with a stain. — MARGARET. 
DEAR MARGARET — In a National Institute of Rug 
Cleaning release they suggest applying turpentine. 
Sponge on with a cloth, working from the edges to the 
center of the stain. Next use a dry cleaning fluid. If this 
does not work you may have to have a professional rug 
cleaner. 
Another source suggests applying dry cleaning fluid 
(such as one uses to remove spots from clothing) and 
then a solution made of one teaspoon detergent and one 
teaspoon white vinegar in a quart of water. Re-apply dry 
cleaning fluid with a cloth or sponge, then dry as quickly 
as possible by either blotting up or using a fan or even a 
hair blower. You did not say what material your carpet 
is, so do test in an inconspicuous spot first. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I want to share some of my tried and true 
household hints that have been used through 43 years of 
marriage. 
An old fashioned curling iron can be put to modern use. It 
makes an ideal sealer for the cellophane bags used to hold food 
for the freezer. Let the iron get warm but not hot. fold over the 
end of the bag and press it in the iron. This makes a neat air­ 
tight'closing. 
Save that paper backing you peel off adhesive-backed vinyl 
covering to use when enlarging pattern diagrams. It is already 
marked in one inch squares and the paper is just great for 
most patterns. 
Cut rolled dough with ice cube tray dividers. This saves time 
and cookies and bisquits are always the same size. 
When spreading glue or paste, put the item to be glued on an 
old magazine. Tear off the top page to have a nice clean sur­ 
face when needed and repeat each time for each item — 
HELEN B. 
DEAR POLLY — Before stuffing a turkey, I loosen the skin 
from the breast by running my hand between the skin and the 
breast. I slice a quarter pound stick of margarine the long 
way and put these pieces between the breast and the skin, ad­ 
ding salt. The larger the turkey the more margarine one uses. 
As the turkey cooks, it self-bastes for nice moist white meat 
and a nice brown skin. — NORA. 
DEAR POLLY — A good easy way to tighten roll type win­ 
dow shades is to pull the shade down, take out the end fixtures, 
roll it up by hand and return to the fixtures. If the springs are 
very loose this may have to be done more than once. — 
HELEN G.
